Taking the oath of governor ad 


the particular moment when the 
people ot Arkansas arc doing some 
soul-Searching about where the rc- 
'iponslbllily of state government 
ends and local government com- 
mences Francis Cherry faces a 
formidable and treacherous job. 


Because the people themselves 


blow hot and cold. Only yesterday 
they had it all figured out that 
state taxes would pull virtually 
the whole load of the public schools 
and the, public charity. Both the 
budgeting and the taxing were 
gladly relinquished to Little Rock 
,«— until we woke up to find that 
the welfare rolls In Hempstead 
county alone cost $300,000 last year 
and tho state had obviously over- 
committed itself on several major 
fronts. 


The reversal of public opinion 


is now'tn full tide, exemplified by 
the growing realization that a maj- 
or part of the public school obliga- 
tion always did rest with the local 
community, and it was sheer buck- 
passing to try and wish it off on 
the state. Today we are conscious 
of the fact that real and personal 
property are tax sources which 
are reserved for local government 
— and if they aren't used fully and 
vigorously the schools and other 
local 
services 
needn't 
look to 


Little Rock to do a tax job for 
folks back home who won't, 


This is the new fashion of public 


thought, but unless the people once 
.and for all make up their mind 
'and stand hitched to a long-range 
policy neither Governor Cherry1 
nor anyone else can help them. 


The assessing and tax laws at 


the county level have got to bo 
overhauled and property made to 
carry Us fair share of the public 
burden. If you want to know how 
far we have gone in letting pro- 
perty escape taxes I suggest that 
you compare the rise in insured 
property values the last 15 years 


i against the rise in values as as- 
sessed for tax purposes — an in- 
credible difference. 


Arkansas' state government is 


already contributing a much high- 
er percentage of the support cjJ 
local government than the national 
average, and so the day is here 
whpn we've got to get tough and 
honest about county and district 
assessments. I don't claim to be 
any kind of prophet, but through) 
the years this editor had ridiculed 
some'of the starry-oysid-. educators 
who thought the federal govern- 
ment would come to their aid —• 
and it's in the record that the 
U. S. never did. You know why. 
The federal government is just a 
crowd of senators and 
congress- 


men, and they're not going to 
scnol any school money down to 
Arkansas while their own people 
are looting 100 and 110 per cent 
tax assessments and our -folks 
are getting by with 16 per cent. 


Lot's- sec this job through for 


once m our lives, get Cherry off 
the proverbial spat . every new 
governor occupies — and put some 
certainty into Arkansas' uncertain 
school finances.

McMath Would 
Hike Pay of 
State Employes

McMath today; recommended to 
the 50th General Assembly that it 
increase the salaries ot all state 
employes, Including tho governor 


The outgoing governor also urged 


that the term of the state's chief 
executive be extended from two 
to'four yours, and that rigid con 
rqls be placed on gubernatorial 
primaries nnd elections. 


MpMuth,,' In his farowejl,, addrpss. 
b \n; jointR'scsslon of the Leglsla^ 
,urc, which convened yesterday, 
aid that "below standard salaries 
or public officers and employes is 
one of the most serious admlnlstra- 
Ive problems that confronts the 
state government." 


•"In order to retain tho services 


of. competent personnel and ch- 
ain personnel having basic* quail- 
'Icallons, it will bo necessary tc 
ncrcaso the rale of pay to a level 
sufficient to maintain an accept- 
ibjc standard of living," the govpr. 
nor said. 


McMath also told tho Lcglsla- 


,urc that it should approve a mini- 


annual wfgo of $2,400 for tho 


slate's public school teachers. His 
successor, 
Gov. - elect 
Francis 


Cherry, has advocated a mlnimurr 
wage for teachers, but has hedged 
on the $2,400 figure, advanced by 
.he Arkansas Education Assooiu- 
lion. 


In addition to supporting a longer 


gubernatorial term, McMath sug 
gcstod that. a salary of $25,000 f 
year for, the chief executive "woul< 
not bo out of line." He also rcc 
ornmcndcd that the governor take 
office In November "Immediately 
after tho general election."

SEOUL, Korea, (UP) — The Far 


East Air Force today blamed Ma- 
rines flying Navy Pantherjets for 
Ihe tragic accidental bombing of an 
allied anti-aircraft 
position 
that 


killed 14 U.S. soldiers late Thurs- 
day. 


But a spokesman for the Marine 


Air Wing in Korea said the Ma- 
rines had "no knowledge" of the 
bombing and that the

and Navy would carry out their 
own investigation.

rine Corps Pantherjets were sched-

In deciding to hold their own in- 


vestigation, the Marines and Navy 
apparently were ignoring an invi- 
tation the Air Force said it ex- 
tended to "send representatives to 
participate in a thorough, -formal 
investigation."
